Residents from Seaholme ond 
Altona played o big part last week in 
the rescue of 25 people stranded 
when Lifeboat 15 of the finer SS 
Canberra ran sground on a reef 
near Altona. 

The lifeboat, carrying seven crew and 18 
passengers, ran aground after coxswain, Mr. 
J. H. Warman, had failed to sight navigational 
lights from Station Pier. 

“We then headed towards Williamstown and 
1 could not see navigational lights there 
either;? Mr. Warman told Altona policeman, 
Const: Alan Kenendy. 

Tug crews had refused to dock the Can- 
berra in protest against the killing of 13 
people in Northern Treland by British troops. 
" ‘The lifeboat crew fired five distress flares 
into the sky to signal that the boat was in 
distress. The flares were sighted by local 
residents Mr. Graeme Blunt of Garden Grove, 
Seaholme and Mr. Charles Sutton of Civic

Two men in a fishing boat were the first to 
reach the marooned passengers. 

They rescued three of the passengers and

residents who waded out to the lifeboat. 

Const. Kennedy said the water was 3% ft. 
deep in parts. 

Onshore Sgt. Harvey radioed for help. The 
P and O Line arranged for taxis to pick up 
passengers after they had been given cups of 
tea at the home of Mr. and Mrs. K. H, Green- 
shields of Seahoilme. 

A second lifeboat was missing in the bay for 
about one hour. 

The craft, carrying 18 passengers to the 
Canberra, turned up at shipside at about 
1 a.m, and the search for her was called off.
